Some 
persons complained that they were 
induced to buy and their faith in 
the stock was established by the 
emphasis placed on,the army con- 
nections of Leonard Wood Jr.’s 
family. 

One former soldier told of an ac.- 
tive stock selling campaign in his 
regiment ending in he&vy losses for 
many war veterans. Several cor- 
respondents referred to themselves 
as ‘“‘suckers.”’ 

Frear said that he was receiving 
complaints from “California to 
Maine.”” He made public one from 
Mrs. J. H. Nehr of Mather, Pa., 
cortradicting Leonard Wood Jr. in 
saying ‘“‘no effort was made to in- 
duce service men to invest.” 


Tells of Advertisement. 


“His picture and standing in the 
army, along with the amount of 
service, also a picture cf a Capt. 
Craven, telling what’ he had done, 
were special features,”’ wrote Mrs. 
Nehr. “In the advertisement they 
wanted ex-service men particular- 
ly to invest for a permanent in- 
come: I took every cent I had and 
sent it to them, then after reading 
letters like the enclosed (‘one of 
the solicitation letters) \I took 
more stock on time payments till 
I had sunk $200, money I really 
needed elsewhere. : The writer 
would never have invested if it had 
not been for Mr. Wood's standing 
in the army.”’

MANY BOGUS NAMES ON 
LIQUOR PRESCRIPTION STUBS 


Dr. W. H. Nuel Held for Grand 
Jury on Charge of Violating 
Volstead Act. 

Dr. William H. Null of 2728, Allen 
avenue, in his preliminary hearing 
today on a charge of issuing liquor 
prescriptions illegally, said it was 
possible that most of the names in 
his book of prescription stubs were 
bogus. A prohibition agent testi- 
fied that more than one-half of the 
persons named could not be found 
or accounted for atthe addresses 
given. 

Dr. Null, who is 70 years old and 
appears to be infirm, said he sup- 
posed that most of those for whom 
he wrote liquor prescriptions gave 
him wrong names and addresses.

We 
rented our house furnished and a 
year ago last summer I went to 
visit my brother in Texas, to re- 
lieve Mr. Cooper of all possible 
expense. I hadn’t been in Texas 
three -weeks when I received a let- 


ter from him, telling me he no 


longer cared for me. I became ill 
and could not return to St. Louis 
for three months. I could not be- 
lieve what he told me, for every 
one we knew said he worshiped 
me.

“Husband a Changed Man.” 

‘However, upon returning to St. 
my husband a
